The Revolutionary War pension claim W-162 for John Patton 
shows that while residing in York District, South Carolina, he Pension No. W-162. ’ 121. 
served one month as a private in Captain Duff's Company during Marshall County, Tenn. Court Minute Book B. p. 
the Snow campaign. He served three months as private in Captain 
Andrew Love's Company, Colonel Neel’s Regiment, and was in an 


expedition against the Cherokee Indians. He served four months in 
the wagon department, hauling baggage, during the Stono Cam- 
paign. There are’no definate dates of service given for these tours. 
He enlisted in June 1780, and served as private in Captain 
Thompson’s Company, General Sumter’s Brigade, and partici- 
pated in engagements at Bratton Farm, Rocky Mount, Fishing 
Creek, Buckhead, Wrights Bluff and Lynch's Creek. He was under 
Colonel Henderson at the siege of Ninety-Six and continued in the 
service until after the surrender of Cornwallis. He stated that he 
served eight months in the militia and sixteen months under 
General Sumter, all of his service being with the South Carolina

After the Revolution John Patton went to Lincoln County, 
North Carolina, where he lived until the fall of 1805; then he 1 
moved to Wilson County, Tennessee.

Patroon, Texas. Patroon, on Patroon Bayou 
in southeastern Shelby County, was established 
about 1860. At one time a thriving village and 
school center and the site of Patroon College,*” 
the settlement in 1946 had a school, several saw- 
mills, a church, two stores, and a population of 
about one hundred. The community reported five 
business establishments and a population of 170 
in 1950.

Patroon Bayou. Patroon Bayou rises in south- 
ern Shelby County -and flows southeast twenty- 
three miles into the Sabine River in northeastern 
Sabine County. 

Patroon College. Patroon College, a school 
sponsored by the Disciples of Christ faith and 
taught by D. A. Leak, R. H. Bonham, L. L. Sams, 
and others, operated at Patroon in Shelby County 
from 1893 to 1897. Colby D, Hall 

Pattillo, George A. George A. Pattillo was 
born in Georgia in 1795. He came to Texas in 1830, 
settling in present-day Jefferson County. He was 
a member of the General Council ®” from Janu- 
ary 13 to March 11, 1836, and fought in the revo- 
lution as a private in Captain A. B. Hardin’s °” 
company of volunteers, Pattillo represented Jefier- 
son County in the House of the Sixth Congress, 
1841-1842, and Jefferson and Jasper counties in 
the Senate of the Seventh, Eighth, and Ninth Con- 
gresses. On March 20, 1852, he became chief justice 
of Orange County. In 1861 .he was justice of the 
peace and probably died while holding that office.

Pattison, Texas. Pattison, in southern Waller 
County, was named for George Madison Pattison, 
who gave land for the townsite on the Texas West- 
ern Narrow Gauge Railroad in 1877. A trading 
center for the surrounding dairying and truck 
farming area, the village had nine businesses and 
a population of 250 in 1945. 

Patton, Moses L. Moses L. Patton was born 
on January 23, 1806, in Twiggs County, Georgia, 
In his youth he was engaged in gold mining in 
Georgia and in navigation on the Ocmulgcee River. 
He came to Texas in 1835, settling in Nacogdoches 
County. He participated in the Cherokee War,"* 
1838-1839, and was present when Chief Bowles * 
was killed. In 1839 Patton and A. Jordan were en- 
gaged as contractors to assist in the removal of 
the Shawnee Indians *’ from Texas. Patton mar- 
ried Susan H. Buford of Claiborne Parish, Louisi- 
ana, in 1840. They made their home at Pattonia, 
where he was engaged in shipping with both flat- 
boats and steamboats on the Angelina River. After 
the Civil War Patton had a mercantile business 
in Nacogdoches. He spent his last years on his 
farm seven miles east of Nacogdoches and died 
there on August 12, 1883.

PAUL, JAMES CHRISTOPHER 
Patton, William Hester. William Hester 


-Patton was born in Hopkinsville, Kentucky, in 


1808. In 1828 he came to Texas and settled in 
what is now Brazoria County. He served in the 
battle of Velasco °” in 1832 and joined the Texan 
forces at the beginning of the Texas Revolution. 
He participated in the siege of Bexar and, after 
being elected captain, was aide-de-camp to Sam 
Houston at the battle of San Jacinte. Patton was 
one of the group selected to accompany Antonio 
Lépez de Santa Anna *” to Washington and later 
was appointed quartermaster general of the army. 
Patton was a surveyor by profession, but he re- 
mained in military service until August 26, 1837, 
He represented Bexar County in the Second Con- 
gress and later made his home on the San Antonio 
River about thirty-five miles below the city of 
San Antonio. Patton was murdered on June 12, 
1842, by a band of Mexicans.

Patton, Texas. Patton (Galveston County) 
is a farming community on a mail route from Port 
Bolivar. Population was fifteen in 1948. 

Patton (McLennan County) was established as 
a station on the Gulf, Colorado, and Santa Fe Rail- 
road in 188: and namcd for Patton Gallagher, who 
secured a post office in his general store. Popula- 
tion was 120 in 1890 but was not given in later 
census records. By 1900 the post office was re- 
placed by delivery from Valley Mills. 

Pattonville, Texas. Pattonville, in southeast- 
ern Lamar County on the Paris and Mount Pleas- 
ant Railroad, was named for an 1836 pioneer, 
Robert Patton, or his sons, Andrew and W. B. 
An agricultural community, Pattonville had a pop- 
ulation of 250 in 1945. Pattonville reported five 
businesses and a population of 175 in 1950.

Patzau Indians, The Patzau (Paisan, Pasaja, 
Pattsau), a Coahuiltecan tribe, was met by Da- 
mian Massanct *” in 1690 north of the Rio Grande 
and again in x691 near the Nueces River with 
Pachal and Pataguo.""

Paul, James Christopher. James Christopher 
Paul, son of James M, and Susan (Kiger) Paul, 
was born in Augusta County, Virginia, on Sep- 
tember 15, 1852. About 1872 he moved to Illinois 
and attended Illinois State Normal College. He 
taught school for a time before moving to Wichita, 
Kansas, to enter the real estate business. In 1857 
Paul moved to Carson County, Texas, and be- 
came a farmer and rancher. He was the first treas- 
urer of Carson County and served for a time 35 
county judge. He established the Panhandle State 
Bank and in 1894 helped organize the Amarillo 
National Bank, of which he was president for 
four years. In 1900 he moved from Panhandle to 
Amarillo, where he became instrumental in sail- 
road building in the Panhandle area, serving 4 
treasurer of the Southern Kansas Railroad of 
Texas and of the Pecos Valley Railroad. He wt 
also president of the Amarillo Board of ‘Trade and 
of the Panhandle Bankers Association. Paul mai 
ried Nina Darby; they had two sons.
